LITTLE ROCK-(/P)-The October 


cotton crop report of the United States 
department 
of 
agriculture reduced 


the estimate for Arkansas only 2,000 
bales below the September forecast, 
with an indicated production of 1,777,- 
000 bales the latest estimate. 


In a supplemental report Saturday, 


C. S. Bouton, federal-state crop sta- 
tistician for Arkansas, said the crop 
prospects in the northeastern 
and 


north central sections of the state de- 
creased slightly during September, 
but better prospects were reported 
from other sections. 


The latest estimate of Arkansas pro- 


duction this yenr is 152,000 bales be- 
low the 1932 crop, and 183,000 bales 
less than the 1928-1932 average of 
1,350,000 bales. 


The indicated yield of 210 pounds 


per acre for Uic state, Mr. Bouton 
said, compares with 188 pounds in 
1932 and 276 pounds in 1931. The av- 
erage yield for the period 1922-1931 is 
188 pounds. 


The forecast of 12,885,000 bales for 


the United States as a whole is an 
increase of 471,000 bales above the 
September forecast. Most of the in- 
creases were shown in all major cot- 
ton producing states except Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. The fore- 
cast for Texas was for 4,190,000 bales, 
or 375,000 more than the September 
estimate.

Mike in Insurance Is 


Laid to Panic Losses 


Roy Anderson Reviews Underwriting Records for 


Kiwanis as Feature of Fire Prevention Week 


"Recent increases in fire insurance rates throughout Ar- 


kansas have brought special interest to 'Fire Prevention 
Week' this year," Roy Anderson, local fire insurance agent, 
told the Kiwanis Club at its Friday night meeting. 


"Although fire insurance companies 
!-> 


are permitted to earn 5 per cent profit 
on their volume, they have shown 
large loses in every classification for 
the past five years, he said. They 
are permitted to charge, rates which 
will bring them a profit. 


"Hope's fire rates are higher than 


some other Arkansas cities because of 
lack of a building code which would 
compel construction of fire-walls far 
partitions in business buildings, and 
especially because of inadequate wat- 
er lines, or entire lack of them in 
some sections," Mr. Anderson told the 
Kiwanians. 


"No building 
is any safer than 


neighboring ones which expose it to 
fire, or than the contents which may 
be stored," he said. "Most all fires 
are preventable, carelessness being the 
greatest cause." 


To show that most fires are prevent- 


able, Mr. Anderson gave figures of 
per 
capita 
losses. Throughout the 


United States the per capita fire loss 
was $4.75 in 1932. During the month 
of December that year Hope's per 
capita loss was around $18.00 per cap- 
ita due to a large fire on East Second 
street. A city ordinance has since 
been passed which prohibits the stor- 
age of cotton in the business district. 
This would have prevented that large 
fire," he said 


"Holland's per capita fire loss in 


1932 was He, while that of Switzer- 
land was 15c," said 
Mr. Anderson. 


"Germany's loss was 29c that year. 
Last year this nation's loss was a half 
billion, with ten thousand lives lost 
in fires. One third of these were chil- 
dren under ten. One of the largest 
factors in the high cost of fire loss in 
this country is the lack of liability for 
fires at common law." 


"Since insurance costs arc added to 


everything we buy, all are affected by 
insurance rates," he stated." The New- 
port fire of 1926 destroyed 270 build- 
ings and cost one and one-half mil- 
lion::." 


For the past six years fire under- 


writers have collected over nine mil- 
lions in premiums for dwelling risks 
in Arkansas. Total losses and ex- 
penses paid during that time was 11% 
million dollars, for' a loss of almost 
2'/fe millions. The recently increased 
rates are to correct this condition, Mr. 
Anderson said.

bullets in the back Friday ended 47- 
year-old Cesare Serviatti's gruesome 
career at Italy's modern "Bluebeard." 


He was convicted and sentenced 


in the Court of Assizes on 11 counts 
July 7, all connected with the mys- 
terious disappearance and subsequent. 
ly confirmed deaths of three young 
women who had given him their af- 
fections and life savings. 


One of his victims was Beatrice 


Margarucci, formerly of 101 Franklin 
avenue, Long Branch, N. J. He made 
matrimonial advances to her shortly 
after she arrived in Italy. After ob- 
taining the savings she had accumu- 
lated during many years as a do- 
mestic, he murdered her October 30, 
1930. 
Her body was cut in pieces and 


thrown into the River Tiber at Rome. 
Some of the grisly relics were recover- 
ed by police. 


Pasqua Bartolini was killed and 


disposed of in the same way. 


The debacle in Serviatti's bloody 


career came when he deviated from 
the river system of disposal. Italy was 
aroused last November with the find- 
ing in railway stations of suitcases 
containing portions 
of a woman's 


body. Two of 
the 
suitcases were 


found at Naples, one at Rome. Con- 
tents of the suitcases were identified 
as portions of the body of Pauline 
Gorictti. Authorities learned she had 
a sweetheart 
called 
Serviatti 
in 


Spezia. 
"Bluebeard" was 
arrested 


promptly and confessed 
He said he 


kicked Paulina to death during a lov- 
er's quarrel. Prosecutors, however, 
established the pilfering motive of 
Serviatti's crime.

As a 
nation, we are overwhelmingly against 
engaging in war. As a nation we are 
seeking no additional territory at the 
expense of our neighbors. 


"The United States does not seek 


to annex Canada or any part thereof, 
to annex Mexico or any part there- 
of, or to annex Cuba, or any part 
thereof. It is this attitude of the over- 
whelming majority of our people to- 
wards their neighbors—this complete 
lack of a national desire for terri- 
torial expansion which makes the rest 
of the world begin to understand that 
the United States is opposed to war. 


"I will go one step further in say- 


ing that the very great majority of 
the inhabitants of the world feel the 
same as we do about territorial ex- 
pansion or getting rich or powerful at 
tlie expense of their neighbors. It is 
only in the case of such people in the 
world as still have imperialistic de- 
sires for expansion and domination in 
their minds or in their hearts that 
threats to world peace lie. And, fin- 
ally, it seems clear to me that it is 
only through constant education and 
the htrcssing of the ideals of peace 
that those who will seek imperialism 
can be brought in line with the ma- 
jorii 


Discusser Education 


"Tl:>- yther thought that I want to 


expres to you is even more definitely 
along the line of education. It is true, 
unfortunately, that the economic de- 
pression has left its serious mark not 
only on the science and practice of 
education but also on the very lives 
of many hundreds of thousands of 
children who are destined to become 
our future citizens. 


"Every one of us has sought to re- 


duce the cost of government. Every 
one of us believes that the cost of 
government, especially of local gov- 
ernment, can be reduced still further 
by good business methods and the 
elimination of the wrong kind of pol- 


Regarding plans' for next year,

WASHINGTON.—You don't 
Often 


hear the 'NA spoken of as America's 
Two-Year Plan,*, but that's what it 
really amounts to. 


As the NA crystallizes, into the per- 


manent organization that will carry on 
for the two years of its present legal 
tenure (and as the idea becomes ac- 
cepted more generally tha tit will go 
on and on after that), two courses of 
development are open: 


One is the more or less complete 


socialization of industry under the 
complete control of this federal bu- 
reaucracy. 


ike other is to make the NRA a ref- 


eree in the battle of competitive in- 
dustry the maker of the rules, and 
the referee of the battle, who is to 
prevent biting, gouging and hitting in 
the clinches. 


Right now it looks as though the 


latter view is prevailing. Industry is 
being organized so that ealh m~ay ad- 
minister it* own code. Establishment 
of "compliance boards" is to help ;in 
that. And how much nicer "compli- 
ance boards'1 sounds than "enforce- 
ment boards!" 


Two years of this plan ought to 


shew whether industry is willing to 
"fight fain" and whether the gains in 
eliminating child labor, unfair com- 
petition 
and sweatshops, 
will be 


enough. If not, the next Two-Year 
Plan may be more like that first al- 
ternative—and the machinery will be 
ready. 


Securities Act at Issue 


The federal advisory council to the 


federal reserve board, which is an ad- 
vistory body not necessarily reflecting 
the view Of the board itself, has rec- 
ommended amendment of the federal 
Securities Act and the Glass-Steag- 
all bill saying, "She normal issue of 
corporate securities by hesponsible 
corporations almost has ceased," add- 
ing that refunding operations by old 
companies apparently have been halt- 
ed. 


[Friends of-the securities bill say 


that the state of the capital market, 
not the restrictions of the act, have 


; prevented.normal refunding. 


The bast answer to some objections 


that the new securities law is too 
strict, they say, lies in the fact that 
-more than a quarter billion dollars' 
worth of ne wsecurities has been reg- 
istered since the act went into effect 


Mining, distilling, oil and invest- 


ment companies make up the bulk of 
the new ventures.

Whenever 1 hear a mother say her 


boy or girl is lazy, instantly I prick 
up my ears. I let her explain just 
how he is so obsessed but it is seldom 
I am interested in the fact itself. 


What-I try to fathom is the reason. 


There is many a reason behind lazi- 
ness. To get at the right one is al- 
ways a hard thing to do. 


A normal, well child, a happy child, 


is never lazy. Never! 


He may have an easy-going disposi- 


tion and a deliberateness of action, 
but this is nothing to censure. Rather 
it is to be envied, for it shows an even 
distribution of energy. It is not lazi- 
ness. 


One time I had a boy in school who 


was known to be lazy. His teachers 
had so dubbed him. his mother was 
impatient, his father disguested. 


Curing by Rest and Diet 


I called his mother to school. The 


principal ,vas present. I said. "The 
boy is sick. He is the queerest shade 
.of greenish gray I've seen. His jaw 
hangs and his eyes are dull. Look at 
his drooped'shoulders. Take him out 
of school, let him' play outdoors in 
the sun, give him a lot of milk and 
nourishing food." 


Cod-liver oil was not then known 


as ubiquitously as :t now it. It was 
considered'^'a ^dose for infants. Its 
therapeutic qualities for older chil- 
dren were not known. 


They did as I said. He got a little 


better, but not much. The truth is 
today known. Such a child needs in- 
stant scientific treatment. He has lost 
the ability to derive certain needed 
substances from his food for some 
reason or other. Doctors have! discov- 
ered ways of slowly restoring to the 
blood the power to assimilate and de- 
posit nourishment 
in the tissues. 


When it is a chronic case, more food 
and sun will not do it alone. 


The lazy child is very often this 


kind of "fatigued" child. A doctor 
only needs ot take one glance today 
to diagnose such a case. If you sus- 
pect ens of your children to be in 
danfer of this condition have a doc- 
tor examine him at or.ct, particularly 
if he is losing weight. 


Occasionally we discover thyroid 


trouble in children. No mother can 
tell if this is the case, but a doctor 
can determine it rather quickly after 
an examination. However, a greet 
deal of so-called laziness in adults is 
due to inactive thyroid gland. 


Infection May Cause "Laziness" 


Another cause of "laziness" is some 


infection somewhere that is seeping 
pus into the blood stream. Maybe 
tonsils, adenoids, sinus, teeth, ears, or 
dear knows what. There is no lazi- 
ness or weariness I know of as wretch- 
ed as that caused by such infection. 
E x c e p t perhaps auto-intoxication, 
chiefly from neglected bowels, where 
poison is absorbed into the blood. It 
incapacitates either child or adult as 
completely as a deadly drug. 


Of course all laziness is not a re- 


sult of physical condition. 


A child who is not happy in his 


home or school life, or who is shy, 
afraid of people, sensitive, or discour- 
aged, often seeks his "escapes." He 
tries to forget real things. He likes to 
day-dream and lie about and build 
castles in the air. He may like to lie 
en the floor and kick up his heels 
and stare at the ceiling and do noth- 
ing. He may even become obsessive 
enough to want to deep all the time. 
'Not bodily sickness, this. Just mis- 
erable soul-sickness. Such a child is 
to be pitied. All lazy children are to 
be pitied. 


To scold them and call them slack- 


ers is really cruel. 


Three weeks ago U. S. Judge Mar-

Couch Got a Loan 
From Dillon-Read 


L. A A, President Borrow- 


ed $300,000, Prob- 


er» Declare 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—In closing the 


Dillon, Read investigation Friday the 
s-enate conimittee received evidence 
that a loan of $300,000 had been made 
to Harvey C. Couch. Arkansas capi- 
talist, before he became a director of 
the Reconstruction Corporation, antT 
that apparently half of it remains un- 
paid. 


Couch's name was brought into the 


committee's recora by Pecora in pre- 
senting a mass of statistical data, deal- 
ing with the banking, stock and boivd 
cperaticns of Dillon, Read and asso- 
ciate.'1, along with customers in stock 
pool accounts. 


The record showed Couch was loan- 


ed $300,000 on January 16, 1928. and 
that it was listed as unpaid up to 
December 31, 1931. Committee inves- 
tigators said they understood it was 
still unpaid when Dillon, Read an- 
swered a questionnaire wrom the com- 
mittee this summer. 


The questionnaire data spread on 


the record today also directed that Mr. 
Couch and unnamed associates par- 
ticipated to the extent of 35 per cent 
in a so-called $10,000.000 "pool" or 
joint account formed October 8, 1927, 
to deal in securities of the Louisiana 
and Rrkansas railway, of which Mr. 
Couch is president. Dillon, Read and 
Company had a SO per cent participa- 
tion in this transaction, one-third of 
which was later reallocated to Selig- 
man and Company. The other partic- 
ipants in this sc-called "pool" were 
P. G. Pack, Charles C. McCain, Cover- 
dale and Colpitts. J. A. Moffett, and 
Rogers Caldwell. Mr. Caldwell with- 
drew from the account on June 8, 
1931.

It seems necessary to grasp so much 


in the setting if we would understand 
the place that Antioch occupied in 
Paul's religious life and missionary 
journies. This capital of licentious 
living became, also, the new capital of 
a world movement of vitalizing power. 


Here in Antioch distinctive con- 


quests of the Christian faith were be- 
gun as certain Greeks or Gentiles re- 
sponded to Christian teaching, The 
report of this came to the Church at 
Jerusalem, and Barnabas was sent as 
a messenger and counselor to encour- 
age those who had accepted the new 
faith. 


We do not know a great deal con- 


cerning Barnabas, but what we do 
know marks hmi as a man of dis- 
tinctive and very noble character. Tiie 
record here is that "he was a good1 
man, full of the Holy Spirit and of 
iaith." He had proven that by a de- 
votion in which he had consecrated 
all his wealth and property to the 
common good of the Christian Church, 


Barnabas was among the 
first 


courageously to accept Paul when the 
erstwhile persecutor had 
professed 


conversion to the Christian way. The 
Christians at Jerusalem naturally 
feared and distrusted this man whom 
they had known as chief among their 
toes. But Barnabas had vouched for 
the reality of his change of heart; and 
now Barnabas goes in quest of Paul 
and, finding him at Tarsus, brings 
him to Antioch. 


The Christians in Antioch, hearing 


of the distress of their fellow Chris- 
tians in Jerusalem, contributed lib- 
erally to their relief, sending their 
gifts through Barnabas and Paul, who 
went to Jesusalem. The men returned 
shortly to Antioch ready to begin 
their first notable missionary journey, 
in which we shall find 
them well

The primary task of the Authority 


would be the wganixatifn of a chain 
of its own retail stores for the sale 
by package only of the heavier alco- 
holic beverages. These stores should 
be HO located as to meet normal de- 
mands without violating the destres 
of individual sections of the state to 
have no such stores in their localities. 


At the present time, we believe, U 


IE neither desirable nor necessary for 
the state to assume similar manage- 
ment of the manufacturing aide of 
the trade. Virtually all the individual 
and social evils of the liquor traffic 
arise from an inadequately regulated 
and oventimMlated retail sate. The 
tupplies that the Authority needs in 
Its Mores it can readily purchase di- 
rect from the manufacturers. 


From an administrative standpoint, 


also, manufacturing 
is ' complicated 


and requires capital and skill, -while 
retail distribution is, in Comparison, 
simple. It would be necessary, how- 
ivei, for the authority, to place under 
regulation all manufacturing and all 
transportation so far as is legally, per. 
missible, and to require a complet* 
record of production and shipments. 
The Authority would also be the of- 
ficial agency for gathering facts and 
making studies bearing on the liquor 
problem, on its own administration, 
and related matters. 


In •rder that the function* to be 


performed by the Authority may be 
definite, it i» necessary that they 
should be specifically enumerated in 
the laws, and that appropriate rights 
and powers be conferred. 


On the basis of experience else- 


where the following powers would be 
necessary for the discharge of the 
Authority's responsibilities: 


1. The exclusive right within a state 


to sell or control the sale of all alco- 
holic beverages which contain spirits; 
all wines known as fortified wines, 
the alcoholic content of which ex- 
ceeds that of the natural fermenta- 
tion process; and all fermented pro- 
ducts, such as beers and ciders, con- 
taining more than 3.2 per cent of al- 
cohol by weight. 


2. The right to lease or own and to 


operate retail shops for the sale of 
those beverages by the package to 
the ultimate consumer for off-prem- 
ises consumption, except 
that the 


Authority should be bound to abide 
by the decision of communities which 
vote to exclude the retail sale of any 
or all alcoholic beverages under local 
option provisions. 


3. The right to lease or acquire by 


purchase or condemnation and to op- 
erate warehouses, blending and pro- 
cessing plants, and other facilities as 
may be required. 


;4. The right to fix prices on its 


goods and to change them at will. 


5. The right to establish in its dis- 


cretion a system of personal identi- 
fication of purchasers. 


6. The right to establish: regula- 


tions and to issue permits to owners 
or occupants of establishments to sell 
beer and naturally fermented wine or 
cider in sealed bottles ,or containers 
for off-premises consumption. 


7. The right to establish regula- 


tions and to issue permits to hotels, 
restaurants, clubs, railway dining cars, 
and passenger boats, for the sale ol 
beer, with or without meals, and for 
the sale of naturally fermented wine 
or cider to be consumed with meals 
on the premises. 


8. 
The right to require private 


business concerns to certify the quan- 
tities of alcohol and alcoholic bev- 
erages, manufactured in the state, and 
the amounts shipped into, within, and 
from the state, regardless of the pur- 
poses for which used; this to be work- 
ed out in cooperation with the federal 
government. 


9. The power to hold hearings on 


complaints about matters in dispute, 
including the power to subpoena wit- 
nesses and records and to make bind- 
ing decisions. 


"That these are broad powers there 


is no denying. But powers as exten- 
sive have been conferred on similar 
bodies in jurisdictions where the dem- 
ocratic principle is as strongly en- 
trenched as it is with us. In handling 
a problem as hazardous as the liquor 
trade, a broad grant of power, under 
ultimate legislative control, is the 
only effective method. 


It is to be noted that no reference 


is made in this list of powers to the 
sale of heavier alcoholic beverages by 
the glass for on-premises consumption. 
Such sale is inevitably fraught with 
danger to the public interest. It is 
our hope that a generous provision for 
the ctfcrpremises sale of beer and 
natural wine, together with sale of 
strong beverages by the package in 
the authority's shops, would be ac- 
cepted as adequate in most jurisdic- 
tions by a preponderant majority of 
people.

Conspiracy 


NEW YORK—(/P)—Long standing 


lottery charges against United States 
Senator James J. Davis of Pennsyl- 
vania, described by government pros- 
ecutors as a "Mussolini of the Moose" 
and by his own lawyer as "a great 
humanitarian" were elimiated by a 
jury's verdict Thursday night. 


Davis, director general of the Lolay 


Order of Moose, and Theodore G. Mil- 
ler, head of the Moose Propagation 
Department were acquitted in federal 
court after a trial lasting three weeks, 
and three and a half days. 


It was the second trial for Davis, 


the- first.having ended in a mistrial a 
year ago. 


Tears welled into 
Davis' eyes, a 


cheer shook the ancient courtroom 
opposite the Woolworth building and 
spectators pressed 
forward to con- 


gratulate the acquitted men. 


Sobbing, Davis said: 
"I never lost my faith because I 


knew I was innocent." 


Davis and Miller were accused of 


authorizing the interstate shipment 
of tickets for Moose "charity balls." 
The government, contending 
cash 


prizes were awarded ticket holders, 
held the affairs constituted lotteries. 


"When the verdict came in I offered 


my thanks to God," said Davis. "I 
am very grateful to the jury, to the 
court, and to my many friends who 
never lost faith in me."
